State Federal 
Rule Different 


Since the dove hunting season 
opened on September 21, thous- 
ands of sportsmen doubtless are 
confused as to the difference be- 
tween federal and state regula- 
tions. The following statement 
from Dr. E. C. Moore, President 
of the State Fish and Game Com- 
mission, and George D. Norden- 
holt, Director of the Department 
of Natural Resources, will help to 
clarify the situation. 

The statement follows: “For 
weeks past, the State Fish and 
Game Commission has put forth 
efforts to secure a change in the 
federal order which regulates the 
dove season. 

“In order to conform with the 
federal law and the state law, the 
shooting of doves in Districts 4, 
41%, and 4%, will be September 21 
to October 31, inclusive. In all 
other districts it is September 21 
to September 30, inclusive. Dis- 
tricts 4, 41%, and 4% take in San 
Diego, Imperial, Riverside, San 
Bernardino, Inyo, Mono, Orange, 
Ventura, Santa Barbara, San Luis 
Obispo, Los Angeles and the west- 
ern portion of Kern Counties.”

operators will have placed against 
his name in the files of the De- 
partment of Motor Vehicles every 
accident and every violation of 
traffic laws as shown by accident 
reports and court records. 

Drivers whose records raise 
doubt as to their fitness will be 
summoned for re-examination to 
determine whether their licenses 
should be suspended or revoked. 
Thus the weeding out process is 
expected to operate with method- 
ical accuracy and effect. 

This feature of the new driver’s 
license regulations enacted by the 
last Legislature is emphasized by 
Percy E. Towne, chairman of the 
Public Safety Committee of the 
California State Automobile Asso- 
ciation in a statement reviewing 
the measures. Towne said: ‘ 

“Motorists who are inclined to 
be careless or willfully disobedi- 
ent to traffic laws should bear 
in mind that hereafter any driver 
may be re-examined at will, and 
if any person’s accident or court 
record indicates that he is not ua 
safe driver, he will probably have 
difficulty in retaining his license 
to drive. 

“The Department of Motor Ve- 
hicles has been given greatly in- 
creased powers in the issuance and 
cancellation of drivers’ 
and the new system of records 
will make it possible to -

4. That he is an habitual reck- 
less, 
driver, 

5. That he has permitted unlaw- 
ful or fraudulent use of his license. 

6. That any ground exists for 
which a license might be refused. 

Immediate revocation of the 
driver’s license is mandatory in 
the event of conviction of man- 
slaughter or negligent homicide; 
of causing injury or death when 
driving while drunk; of driving 
when addicted to or under the 
influence of narcotics; of failure 
tc stop after an accident involv- 
ing personal injury; of three 
charges of reckless driving with- 
in twelve consecutive months; of 
any felony under the vehicle code 
or any felony in which a motor 
vehicle is used. 

Licenses so revoked cannot be 
renewed until the expiration of 
one year and until the driver in- 
volved has given proof of ability 
to respond in damages as provided 
by law. 

Provision is also made for sus- 
pension of licenses in misdemean- 
or drunk driving cases( those not 
involving death or injury); for 
reckless driving causing bodily 
injury; and in misdemeanor cases 
of failure to stop after an acci- 
dent.

Gas Tax Receipts 


Continue Increase 


Sacramento, Sept. 26—Continu- 
ing the upturn registered in July 
following collapse of controlled 
production under the NRA, Cali- 
fornia gasoline taxes for August 
amount to $3,826,965.21, marking 
a gain of $445,524.52, or 13 per 
cent, over the corresponding total 
the month last year. 
This was revealed here today by 
Orfa Jean Shontz, State Board 
of Equalization member from 
Southern California, upon comple- 
tion of the tax assessments cov- 
ering August distributions of oil 
companies, Fl 

“Contrasted with the phenom- 
enal gain of 43 per cent for July, 
increase in last month’s gasoline 
tax réturns might seem indicative 
of a decline in revenue,” said Miss 
Shontz. “Investigation has shown, 
however, that the record total of 
$4,351,472,23 reported for July 
was due to the huge amount of 
gasoline suddenly put upon the

market following the Supreme 
Court’s decision invalidating reg- 
ulatory codes.” j 


Reviewing returns for the first - 
three months of 1935, Miss Shontz 
pointed out that the gasoline tax 
had decreased 11% per cent for 
that period as compared with rev- 
enue for the first quarter of last 
year, while gains in April and 
May of this year had been for 
only fractions of one per cent. 
June taxes registered an increase 
of 10.85 per cent, marking the 
first time since April, 1934, when 
the taxes had increased to that 
extent. { 

Encouraged by the improvement 
shown for the past three months, 
Miss Shontz predicted that the 
revenue from the three cents per 
gallon tax would exceed $41,060,- 
000 by the end of the year, mark- 
ing an increase of more than $1,- 
000,000 over 1934. 

A total of 128,854,043 gallons 
of gasoline was sold during the 
past month subject to state tax.

Yes, says science, Nature’s interpreter. 
Science is discovering that even these long- 
despised biological outcasts have a very valu- 
able place in society. Recent experiments have 
shown that the typhoid germ may prove an 
ally in combating civilization’s curse—cancer. 
In tests, cancers have been injected with the 
germ, which eats and destroys the malignant 
growth. 

As for insect parasites, California has 
just imported nine species of them from South 
America to be used in fighting insects in citrus 
fruit orchards. 

Even the larvae of the common house fly 
has proved useful to mankind—in the field of 
medicine. Unpleasant as it may sound, these 
larvae have been placed in serious wounds 
where they have eaten away infected tissue, 
never touching the healthy flesh. All the germs 
have been destroyed, leaving a clean, disin- 
fected wound.

Among the several highlights of 
the recent State Bar Convention, 


| held in San Francisco, was a talk 


by Dr. Robert A. Milliken, Nobel 
prize winner and university presi- 
dent, on “Whither Mankind.” 
Twelve-hundred California lawyers 
and attorneys attended the conven- 
tion. 


Contempt proceedings against 
John V. Lewis, collector of internal 
revenue, have been dismissed in a 
San Francisco Superior Court. 
Lewis was cited for refusing to tes- 


tify before the County Grand Jury 


in its investigation of purported 
police graft. The court upheld the 
Treasury Department’s ruling for- 
bidding its agents from giving offi- 
cial information. 

Restaurateurs’ fight against the 
sales tax has been balked tem- 
porarily. The State Supreme Court 
has denied Dan Dicktakes’ petition 
for a review of the law. Dicktakes 
is a Sacramento cafe owner who re- 
fused to pay the sales tax, claiming 
it was discriminatory against res- 
taurants in that it exempted gro- 
cery store foods, but not cafe meals. 
He and other restaurant men plan 
to carry the test case to a final 
decision. 


Radicals received two knock- 
out punches at the State Federa- 
tion of Labor Convention, San 
Diego. First, Edward Vandeleur 
was re-clected president by a big 
majority, defeating leftist Harry 
Bridges. Second, a resolution was 
adopted excluding Communists 
from membership. 

Bloody testimony that crime does 
not pay was found near Lodi in the 
shape of an unidentified man’s 
hpdy. There was a_ bullet hole 
through his back. Shovtly before the 
body was found and near the same 
spot, E. L. Littlefield and a girl 
companion had been held up and 
robbed. As the bandits jumped in 
an auto to escape, Littlefield picked 
up an overlooked rifle and fired. 
He was sure he hit one. 

Over 700 residents of Santa Clara 
County have signed affidavits say- 
ing that the county is prejudiced 
against David Lamson, whose third 
wife-murder trial has started. De- 
fense counsel is seeking a change 
of venue. Among the signees are 
Kathleen Norris and several Stan- 
ford University professors.
